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CRUSHED TO DEATH 
BY HEAVY ROLLER 


Johnny Wingfield Meets 
With a Terrible Death 


Forses Run Away---In en Effort to Stop 


Them [oy Falls and Ponderous 
Roller Crushes lm 


A very distressing fatal accident 
oveured Monday afteragon at F. 1. 
Renaud’s farm, ten miles north of 
town, by which John Wingfield 
lost his life. 

From Mr. Renaud it was learned 
that Johnny, who had been in his 
employ for about two years, went 
out to his work as usual at 1 o’clock 
and had made a couple of turns 
around the field close to the house 
with a team drawing a very heavy 
roller upon whieh a lot of large 
stones were piled, when he stopped 
to burn off a patch of grass in the 
centre of the field. When the 
horses got the first sight of the fire 
they became frightened and swung 
around to look at it and dashed 
away partly in the dirastion of the 
lad, who at oneé ran in front of 
them to stop them. Ms. F, E. 
Renaud and Mrs. J. A. Renuud 
were standing outside of the house 
watching him, and when he got 
near the horses they saw him fall as 
he attempted to cateh hold of them, 
but the dust was so thick they could 
not tell just what had happened. 
They at once shouted to Mr, Renaud 
and Arthur, who were busy at the 
stables harnessing four other horses. 
They both immediately ran out, 
Mr. Renaud went after the run 
way horses who were just passing 
as he entered the field and he fin- 
ally caught them as they jumped 
the wire fence and one fell. A- 
bout the same moment a party of 
land seekers drove up and took 
charge of the horses, who, were also 
witnesses of the terrible accident. 
At this moment Mr. Renaud heard 
his son, Arthur, call out “Come 
here, Jack isdead.’? He then ran 
over in the field and found the un- 
fortunate lad covered in dust and 
bleeding frightfully at the mouth, 
nose and ears. He said the boy 
seemed to breath once or twice and 
then died. They carried him into 
the house and washed his head, but 
found ny marks, bruises or cuts on 
him, 

Mr. Renaud’s opinion is that 
when the big roller went over the 
boy he was laying on his side ant 
in syime way his head escaped in- 
jury, but the rolies cru shed the life 
out of him. 

Having done what little they 
could he drove to town and sent a 
wire to the boy’s father, Mr. Harry

THE MUSIC HATER. ‘| 
And the Great Things That He Misses 
In His Defect. 

What a puzzle wusic must be to 
those unfortunate people, stricken with 
spiritual cecity, to whom the art ts 10 
more than sv much sound and fury, 
signifying nothing! They know that 
to others it constitutes a whole world 
of experience, yet are themselves ex- 
einded from that world by an in- 
superable barrier, They must take it 
on faith, as the color blind must take 
the rainbow and the sunset, 

If they are- honest with themselves 
they will admit and lament this de- 
fect of sense, accepting the unavoida- 
ble, gazing wistfully at the walls that 
separate them from a realm of whose 
g@tories they know from trustworthy 
report, but Into which they may not 
enter, Sometimes, says the Dial, they 
are not honest with thenselves, aver- 
ting the very existence of the realm 
to be a fable and those who clfim its 
franchise to be self deluded, finding 
realities In what nre but vain imagin- 
ings. They allow music to be sound 
more or less agreeable, but they stout- 
ly deny, although in the face of an 
overwhelning mass of testimony, that 
{t has any spiritual meaning. 

The province of music Is the entire 
emotional and spiritual life, aud the in- 
tellect, although a necessary philosoph- 
ical concept, is no more to be caught by 
Itself thin those equally necessary ab- 
strictions, the perfect pendulum and 
the economic man, Science comes near- 
est to being pure when {ft takes the 
muthematical form, but we cannot for- 
get Kepler's spiritual exaltation in cous 
templution of bis liws of planetary mo- 
tion, and we may also recall what Abt 
Vogler thought about the whole mat- 
ter— 

~ The rest may reason and welcome. 

‘Tis we musicians know. 

What are “the substantlals of life?" 
Science is certainly one of them, but 
there are at least three others—art, eth- 
ics and religion—aud If we allow that 
the one Is only here und there touched 
with emotion the other three are surely 
suffused with it through and through, 
And the relation of music to all three 
of them as surely needs no argument Ip 
its proof, for music is Itself an art. It 
is a potent influence upon character, 
and It Is of the very essence of religion. 

But, being as much more than sound 
as poetry Is more than words printed 
in black ink upon white paper, the 
character of music as an art is beyoud 
cavil, and any likening of its effect to 
that of food upon the palate Is supreme- 
ly ridiculous. There are many, Indeed, 
who would go so far ns to call it the 
highest of the arts, holding with Pater 
that every art “constantly aspires to- 
wagd the condition of music,” which ts 
“tM true type or measure of perfected 
art.” 

If the philosophers are right whem 
they-urge that sympathy ts the founda- 
tion of the moral life, what more re 
mains to be sald In behalf of music as: 
an effective influence upon conduct? 
The great composer, beyond any other 
artist, tukes us into his Intimacy, im- 
parts to us the contagion of his spirit, 


What Gluten Is. 

What is gluten? Well, spend tem 
minotes and tnd out—not all about it. 
but something about it, Obtain a 
heaping tablespoovful of white flour. 
Add a little water to it in a saucer and 
dough ft into a compact ball, Turn 
on the tup in the sink and let the wa- 
ter drip from your hands as you rolk 
the ball between your palms, The balb 
will grow less and jess, and the water 
will be white with starch cells held in 
suspension, In ten minutes, more or 
less, the water will run clean and 
clear and you appear to bave a nodule 
of yellow, firm, vegetable gum, whiclr 
you are tempted to call “pure” gluten, 
Become a gum chewer for once and 
keep a-chewing for a couple of hours. 
At the end of this time the quantity 
of gluten ts less thin when you tool 
it from the hydrant. What bas haps 
pened? You have simply mechanically 
crushed and broken the guoimy miss, 
exposing the tntinitesimally tine starch 
cells to the moisture of the mouth ant 
the washing out of the raw Insoluble 
starch his continued, Just an extension 
of the sink washing process, witl: 
greater mechanical elaboration to ex- 
pose the entangled starch cell. Now 
take the plece of gluten to an analytic 
chemist. When bls report comes in 
you read “sturch 15 or 18 or maybe 20 
per cent, gluten 85, 82 or 80 per cent.” 
and begin to appreciate for the tirst 
time what real gluten Is. — Scientific 
American,
